When a bright 
light is shone on them their 
colours almost glow, but in normal 
-watery light they are hard to see. 

Although seadragons grow to 
almost half a metre long, they are 
delicate and not very good 
swimmers. So after a heavy storm 
they sometimes get washed up on 
the beach along with the seaweed. 

Seadragons are also covered in 
hard, plate-like bones, which 
means that fish don’t like eating 
them. 

“Their biggest threat is 


destroyed they will die,” says Craig. 
“It is impossible to breed them in 
captivity so we have to protect 
them in the wild.” 

Now when Craig says “wild” he 
doesn’t mean remote and isolated 
beaches. There are lots of 
seadragons living next to the big 
cities. 

That's why it is important to 
protect the environment, including 
the one that is underwater. 

“We can all do things to protect 
the marine environment...like not 
throwing rubbish into the water or 
down the sink or drain,” he says. 

Craig also feels that many 
people don't realise that a 
beautiful and fragile marine 
environment is on their doorstep. 
Hopefully the Dragon Search 
program will change that. 

And hopefully the Dragon Search 
program will tell us more about 
seadragons. 

One thing Is certain though - 
seadragons may not be fire 
breathing but they are definitely 
magical.

If there was one animal on earth that could be described as the 








perfect predator, it would have to be the crocodile. DMag caught up 
with the world’s leading croc expert, Dr Adam Britton, to find out 
why the crocodile is such an amazing - and dangerous - creature. 


Everyone knows that crocodiles live on 
the edge of the water. What's so great 
about that? 

“It's a brilliant evolutionary step 
because all animals have to come to 
water at some stage or other to drink, 
says Adam. “So you've got a constant 
supply of food.” 

Good thinking. 
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How do they sneak up so close? 

“Look at the crocodile's head....their 
eyes are right on top of their head, 
their ears are on top of their head, 
their nostrils are on top of their head. 
It means that they can just stick those 
above the surface of the water and the 
rest of their body is under the water - 
so they can get up really close to the 


animal,” says Adam. 































“The animals don't realise ~ 
that the little pair of eyes is 
really a 5m crocodile sitting 
under the water.” 


3) Then POUNCE! 
“The aim of the crocodile is 
to get their prey as close as 
possible before they strike 
and then BANG! it’s all 
over, says Adam. 
“Crocodiles don't have a 
lot of stamina so they can't

Crocodiles are so perfectly designed 


they've outlived dinosaurs, most of 
which were killed in a massive 
catastrophe 65 million years ago. 


But only a certain type of crocodile 


survived and that’s the one 
we see today. 

"Some of the earliest 
crocodiles used to gallop 
around on land and they 
used to chase after their 
prey. There were 
crocodiles that used to live 
up trees and crocodiles 
that were 13 to 18m in 
length and ate dinosaurs. 
There were ones that lived 
in the sea and looked like 
dolphins. There were even 
vegetarian crocodiles and 
ones built like tanks 

covered in armour. But at
